FAVOR MORII,pAY DAYS. 


Birmingham, Ala., Äug. 15.—Judge Gray, 
chairman of the board tff arbitration hear­ 
ing the dispute be'tHrc^p operators and 
miners, to day made ai'statement which 
practically foreshadoiiw his decision on 
the question of seml-nionthly pay days. 
He said the present system of issuing 
checks to miners and discounting them 
for cash was vicious in that it caused the 
miners to lose S per cent of his earnings 
if for any reason he desired to be paid 
before the end of the month. He further 
thought the system conducivc to immor­ 
ality In that it gave an opportunity to 
thriftless miners to gamble their money 
away. He was of the opinion that a semi­ 
monthly pay day should be tried at least 
as an experiment. If it would do away 
with the checq system he was heartily In 
favor of it.

STORM AT ROCKFORD.

St. Petersburg, Aug., 15.—The govern­ 
ment has a telegram from Dr. Mandel- 
stram. who succeeded M. Rostkovskl, the 
murdered Russian consul at Monastir. 
giving an account of the court martial of 
the murderer. Mandelstram insisted that 
the court clear up circumstances attend­ 
ing the affair, particularly the report that 
the consul had insulted and struck the 
Turkish sentry and shot at him. 
The 
court found that Rostkovskl neither In­ 
sulted nor shot the sentry. Failing to re­ 
ceive a salute the consul asked the sen­ 
try’s name. The sentry immediately shot 
Rostkovskl and after he fell flred again 
with his rifle close to the consul’s head, 
afterward battering his temple with the 
butt of his rifle. Halim, the sentry, was 
sentenced to death, as also was the sentry 
who neglected to go to the consul’s aid. 
Two officers who spoke insultingly of the 
consul were dismissed from the army and 
Selnel. a sentry, convicted of perjury ip, 
connection with the affair, was given flf- 
teen years penal servitude and another 
.sentry got flve years. The sentences were 
carried out immediately. 
The chief of 
gndarmes of Valiet, chief of gendarmes 
of Monastir and captain of the company 
to which Halim belonged have been de- 
privftd of 
their commands and handed 
over to Judicial authorities. 


SENT TO TURKISH WATERS. 


St. Petersburg. Aug. 15.—A squadron of 
the Russian Black sea fleet has been or­ 
dered to sail for Turkish waters."* The 
dispatch of the squadron is intended to 
emphasize Russias intention of exacting 
complete compliance with her demand as 
to satisfactiorf for the murder by a Turk­ 
ish gendarme of her consul at Monastir. 


London. Aug. 15.—There is reason to be­ 
lieve the powers, certainly Great Britain, 
will raise no objection to the demands of 
Russia upon Turkey or to the stay of her 
squadron In Turkish waters until her de­ 
mands shall have been fully complied 
with. 


MACEDONIAN REVOLUTION. 


Sofla, Bulgaria, Aug. 15.—Premier Pet- 
roff has returned from a visit to the Ma­ 
cedonian frontier. 
He believed the out­ 
break will be confined to villages of 
Monastir, where Turks will probably suc­ 
ceed in suppressing the outbreak. The in­ 
surrection, he declared. Is entirely a na­ 
tional Macedonian -movement, organibed 
by the Macedonian Internal committee, 
which in itself was proof of the condition 
of affairs due to excesses of Turkish sol­ 
diers. who, on pretext ¿fi searching for 
arms, entered Macedonian villages to 
plunder and destroy. Petroff says Turks 
are pouring overwhelming forces I nto 
Monastir and that they are sufficient not 
only to suppress th e. present rising, but 
destroy the entire revolutionary move­ 
ment unless the powers Intervene to pre­ 
vent Turlcey from taking vigorous meas­ 
ures. The premier believes there is no im­ 
mediate cause for alarm. On the contrary 
he is of the opinion the situation will soon 
change for the better.

The outcome of 
the whole investigation has been that 
nothing has been found to indicate that 
Mr. Metcalf ever received any monetary 
consideration in the m atter pf contracts of 
any kind.

Col. J- I). Boper,^ of tïe 
state board of labor ìstatistics» who 
has compiled enoui^ figures oh the^ 
milling industry of 
the state 
drive the ordinary untrained delvef 
after information to the ver^ of in­ 
sani ty^has'made a series of véîy inter­ 
esting comparisons based upoii the 
figures in the forthcoming coal report 
of the board which are very valuable 
as well as interesting to those who 
wish to form an intelligent idea o 
the magnitude of the coal industry o 
Illinois. 
When one reads that the 
total tonnage of coal shipped ¿fro; 
Illinois mines during the paiti^sê 
year was 25,680,542, the only impres­ 
sion is that this 
is ^ an immense 
amount. Even a million tons is too 
largo a quantity to be fairly compre- 
honded without a basis of comparison 
and yet over 3,000,000 tons was mined 
(hiring the year in Sangamon coimty 
alone. 


Colonel Koper has estimated that 
the 2.5,680,542 tons would make 513, 
611 car loads of fifty tons each oi 
12,840,271 wagon loads of two tons 
each. This is still a pretty big propo­ 
sition for the mind to grasp. 
To 
carry out the calculation farther it 
would take 25,681 railroad trains of 
twenty cars each or 17,120 trains of 
thirty cars each to deliver this coal to 
the buyers or consumers. 
Allowing 
six days as the ¡average time of deliv- 
ory,counting the round trip,certa inly 
a libeVal aliowance, it would require 
102,720 days to deliver this amount 
of coal and this would mean fifty-six 
trains a day hauling 84,000 tons, 
counting 306 days to the year. This 
would be an average haul of 1,500 tong 
to each train. If the whole product 
were hauled in one train of thirty 
cars it would take 335 years, 8 months 
and 6 days to deliver the coal. Such

in a year. The entire length of a 
train which would deliver all of this 
coal at one trip, allowing thirty feet 
to each car, would be 2,918 miles. 


Beduced to wagon loads and allow­ 
ing thirty feet to each wagon if you 
loaded all the coal at once and started 
out to deliver it you would have a 
wagon train 72,956 miles long, or, in 
other words, that would reach nearly 
three times around the world. 


Colonel Hoper has instituted anoth­ 
er comparison showing the immensity 
of the mining industry of Illinois^ 
This is fouiid in the number of 
miners who originally handle tW 
products of our mines. For the last 
year 46,005 men v;ere employed. This 
number may be considered almost 
wholly as an adult population, and, 
compared with the population of the 
cities of the state, exceeds all of 
them except Chicago 
and Peoria., 
Ctoiisidering, however, that four-fifths 
cf the men employed at the mines 
have families, this gives 27,6(^ heads 
of families. Adding four more mem­ 
bers for each family, which is a fair 
estimate, the total {Mpulation depen­ 
dent upon the mining industry for 
support is shown to be approximately 
110,413. This number of persons 
more than equals the'combined popu­ 
lations of Quincy, Springfield ai^ 
Bockford, three of the principal citi^^ 
of the state, and is more than^one*^- 
half of the entire population of six of 
tlie largest cities of Illinois—^Peoria,, 
Quincy, SpringiiQld, Rockford» East 
St. Louis and j'oliet.

The *^ashes” are given at the same 
time to both companies and each 
operator, there being twenty-five to 
tUrty oi>eraitor8 at the ringside, who 
sen^s the message at the instance the 
fight is concluded and as electricity 
does not travel any faster over Postal 
wires than over Western Union there 
is no reason why one office should 
receive the news sooner 
than an­ 
other. 


“The fact is,” says Mr. Pine, "the 
l)cst wire ever constructed by either 
company runs through this city from 
Chicago to Roodhouse, west to Kan­ 
sas City, thence to Denver, Ogden 
and San Francisco. 
This wire is 
twice as large as any other and has 
worked tlirough cyclones and sleet 
.storms when all, others have failed. 
The Western Union has 46 wires to 
the PostaPs one. There are 12 Chi- 
ago wires, Kansas City has 12, St. 
.K^juis 8, Peoria 2, Centralia 1, Litch­ 
field 1, San Francisco 1, Denver 1, 
ndianapolis 1, Decatur 1, Galveston 
1, Beardstown 1, Hammond 1, also 
one direct board of trade wire run- 
niiig right into the board of trade 
loor in Chicago. 


“There is not a city in the United 
States that is so fully equipped with 
wires as Jacksonville.

If the popularity of golf were esti­ 
mated by the number of spectators 
at the intiriesting series of contests 
last w^eek for the amateur champion 
ship of the United States, from Pitts 
burg westward, the hold which the 
game has upon the people of Cleve­ 
land and the country 
in 
genera 
might never be guessed. By com 
parison with the crowds that wouk 
have flocked to see foot ball or base 
ball maifhes of relatively equal im 
portance, the groups of enthusiastis 
who followed the golfers on their 
rounds were few and small. Yet the 
newspapers gave the sport all due at 
tention, the local pride of several big 
clubs in or near Cleveland was in­ 
volved in the contests, the weather 
was fine most of the time, and the 
surroundings of the tournament were 
beautiful. 


It is true that golf is not a game 
of the masses in America. Probably 
it never will be. It is too quiet, too 
expensive, in the way of a proper out­ 
fit, even where public links are pro­ 
vided, too moderate in its pace, am 
too rural or semi-runil in its neces­ 
sary environment. i t has compara­ 
tively little o£ the quick, direct 
nerve-testing personal contact and op^ 
position wMch is so fascinating a 
part of sports like base ball and foot 
ball, which number their devotees by 
millions. 


But there are many more golf play­ 
ers in and about Cleveland than was 
suggested by the number of specta­ 
tors at any stage of the toumamen 
last week. Nor did the size of tW 
^^alleries” that followed the aspir­ 
ants for the championship in any 
sense measure the extent of the in­ 
terest felt in the results of the con­ 
tests.^ Not a few enthusiasts weist 
on with their own playing instead o: 
watching masters of the game. Gol;' 
matches would be better attended if 
it were not so hard to draw lovers of 
the sport from the links where l^ey 
try to cut ^their own scores down. 


Just there lies the chief reason why 
golf is much needed in America. I 
is a recreation rather , than a spec­ 
tacle. Persdns who watch it with any 
care must walk miles to see a single 
game. It means good exércise in the 
Apcn i-’r, for spectators as well as 
players, though not quite in the sáme 
dec''«■*». There can never he a ahontiug 
multitude of excnted pa^sans tramp­ 
ing golf links to watch champions 
play, at least not in a country which 
loves stress and hlirly-bnriy in its 
sports as America does, hut all the 
spectators will get exercise for other 
muscles and organs than those which 
they use in making a noise. 


Golf is essentiiüly and everywhere 
a game for amateura. Its devoteés 
will always play rather than spend 
much time watching experts hired to 
give exhibitions. Ans^me can . do 
something on ^ the links. Neither 
strength nor endurance is requisite to 
sport there, miich less iins^hing like 
the willingness to face danger and 
bear ^ i i i which foot ball jand hasct 
ball call for and various other games 
demand.- No contest is more easy to 
handicap fairly, than golf. No pleas­ 
ant irecreatioii is safei^for the el^rly 
and tl^ infirin^ .while it affords ample 
o^^rt^it^y for almost infliiite de-
